On the basis of these observations, he is convinced that 
warm and sincere affection and admiration for the President 
is shared by the greay majority of EnropsanS i regardless of 
locale or political affiliation, ^ 

In view of thfs, he suggests that the President mdigtaS,

woelr d^ < M e a ii t<i e expressions of gratitude* for their interest 
in his recovery and holiday greetings j ppropriate both to 
the occasion and to the President's very substantial 
stature as a symbol of peace and goodwi ll.
